The beſt angling to take filh, 

is early in the moꝛning, ſrom loure ok the clocke vutill it be 

eight a clock, other be werliy, but not lo god as in the moꝛ⸗ 

ning: alſo the enenings be inviffercntged to angle, ik it be 

ſomewhat calme withall, 62 els not god, che wind blowing 
from the South oz Wet, 

Alſo, if it beea cold whiffling wind in a darke lowing 
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dap, foz the darke louring weather is much better to angle 
in: then in a cleare ſunnie day, and from the beginning of 
September vnto the end of Apꝛill, ve ſhall ſpare no time of 
the dap to angle, and likewiſe many pole fiſh will bite bet 
in the mid dap about none. If pe {all ſ&anp time ok the 
dap, the Trout, oz Grayling leape, yx may then angle to 
him a double woꝛme, accoꝛding to the ſame month, and if 
the water doth ebbe andflow, the fiſh in ſome place will 
bite beſt at the ebbe, and in ſome places at the floud, acco2- 
ding to the places of reſt, as behind pillers and arches of 


bzidges , oz ſuch like ſncconring places in the moſt quiet 
water. 


In what weather to angle in. 


ere pe ſhall vnderſtand in what weather pee ſhall beſt 

angle as afozeſaid in the darke louring dap, when the 
wind bloweth ſonthly from the South oz Meſt: in the ſums 
mer ſeaſon when the ſunne is very hote, it is then naught 
to angle, but from September vnto Apzill, it is then god in 
a faire ſunnie dap, the wind being then god: if it haue anp 
part ofthe Ozient oꝛ Eaft, it is then naught to angle, foz 
thep will not bite, oꝛ when it is a great wind, ſnow, raine, 
02 hatle,oz in a great tempeſt of thunder, oz lightening, foz 
it feareth them, oꝛ els ina ſwolp hote weather, all theſe 
times are not god to angle koꝛ to take fiſh, 


Of twelue lets in taking fiſh, 


C hall here vnderſtand there bee twelue manner of

fiſh, without other cunning that map hap bp calualtie.

and the Hawthozne wo2me together, and alſo the wozme 
that b2&deth in the water dogleafe,and the poung Yoznet

Tue Carpe alſo is a ſtraunge and daintie ith to take, 

bis baites are not well knowne, foz bee hath not long 

bene in this realme. The firſt bzinger of them into En⸗ 

gland (as J haue bene credtbly enkozmed) was Paiſter 
Paſcoll of Plumſted in Suſlex, who alſo bzought firſt ꝛbe 
planting of the Pippin in England: but now many places 
are repleniſhed with Carpes, both in ponds and rivers, 
and becauſe not knowing well his chefe baites in each mo- 

neth, J will wiite the lefſe of him: he is a lraunge * 4 
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the water, and very ffrange to bite, but at cerfaine times, 
to wit, at koure a clocke in the mozning, and eight at night 
bee his theke biting times, and her is ſo ſtrong enarmed in 
the mouth, that no weake harnefſe will hold him, and his 
biting is very tickle ; but as touching his baltes, haning 
ſmall knowledge by experience, J am loth to wzite moze 
then J know and haue pꝛoued. But weil J wote, the redde

They will ſone deſtrop much other filth 
and ſpawne in ſhallow riuers and bꝛokes, to kill them, it is 
hard to doe: but where as pe hall ſe their path on bankes 
des, there ſet a deadfal, fo2 they doe range abꝛoad a nights 
like other Kats, and will be where as is coꝛne mils, and 
falling mils, to eate coꝛne, and gnaw clothes, and liues 
much like to other Rats, and will pill Oztar barkes and 
ſuch like.
